WORLD WAR II CLAIMS PAYMENTS 


Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: Or- 
dered favorably reported to the House H.R. 2485 
(amended), to amend the War Claims Act of 1948, as 
amended, to provide compensation for certain World 
War II losses. 

The bill, as approved by the committee, provides for 
payment of four general categories of claims arising out 
of ‘military operations during World War II, which 
have not been provided for in other legislation or 
treaties. The bill does not provide for the return of 
any vested property. Payments will be made to claim- 
ants under the bill out of the War Claims Fund (which 
consists of proceeds resulting from the sale of vested 
property), and not out of appropriations. 

The general categories of claims authorized are set 
forth on page 18, line 12, through page 22, line 16, of 
Committee Print No. 3, and are as follows: 

(1) Damage to or destruction of property located in 
certain European countries and in areas attacked by the 
Japanese resulting from military operations or special 
war measures against property (claims for losses arising 
in the Philippines are allowable where the claimant re- 
ceived no compensation under prior legislation) ; 

(2) Damage to or destruction of ships and ship car- 
goes asa result of military action ; 

(3) Net losses of insurers under war-risk insurance 
contracts covering ships; and 
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(4) Death or disability, and property losses, suffered 
by civilian passengers on vessels attacked on the high 
seas before December 11, 1941.

The bill, as approved, would establish 
a new wage rate, increasing the minimum wage to 
$1.15 per hour for the first year, $1.20 an hour for the 
second year, and $1.25 an hour thereafter; and would 
provide coverage for an additional 5 million (approxi- 
mate) employees, principally in the retail and service 
trades. 

The committee also approved the nomination of 
Charles R. Ferguson, to be a member of the Federal 
Coal Mine Safety Board of Review (reappointment) ;

in reservoir areas (amended).

(1) combined draft of texts of S. 3029, S. 3073, H.R. 7854, 
H.R. 9564, H.R. 10146, and S. 3712, which would grant relief 
where specified pension plans negotiated under collective- 
bargaining agreements operated for some period as nonqualified 
plans prior to securing qualification under the Internal Revenue 
Code; 

(2) text of S. 3698, imposing a fixed duty on lead of 2 cents 
plus a flexible additional tax of 1 cent per pound to be applied 
when price of lead falls below 134 cents and removed when 
price reaches 144% cents per pound and imposing a fixed duty 
on zinc of 1'/ cents per pound, plus a flexible additional duty 
of 0.7 cents per pound to be applied when price of zinc falls 
below 12'4 cents per pound and removed when price of zinc 
reaches 134, cents per pound. 

(3) to provide an explicit rule whereby leases by scientific 
medical research organizations to medical clinics of adjacent 
premises will be considered “related” (and therefore exempt 
from the tax on business lease income) if the exempt organiza- 
tion utilizes treatment of clinic patients, medical histories of 
clinic patients, and donated services of clinic doctors for medical 
research purposes; 

(4) text of S. 3103, to prevent the doubling up of accruals 
of the deduction for State taxes by reason of actions taken by 
the taxing jurisdiction with amendment changing effective date 
to taxable years ending after December 31, 1960, and striking 
section 3 of bill entitled “Effect of Enactment”; 

(5) to exempt from excise tax the sale of American distilled 
spirits and wines used in foreign embassies in this country; 

(6) to permit farmers to deduct currently their expenditures 
for lime, ground limestone, and mar]; 

(7) text of S. 3614, which would allow taxpayer credit 
as a charitable deduction $50 for each month in which an ele- 
mentary or high school student resides in his home; 

(8) S. 3240, relating to credit against the estate tax for amount 
of gift tax paid on a gift of property included in gross estate of 
a decedent (amended so as to apply it prospectively); 

(9) an amendment in regard to taxation of certain distribu- 
tions of stock made pursuant to orders enforcing the antitrust 
laws; and 

(10) an amendment embodying the language of H.R. 12691, 
relating to the determination of stock ownership of personal 
holding companies, and H.R. 7885, relating to income tax treat- 
ment of nonrefundable capital contributions to FNMA.

(e) relating to the declaration of estimated income tax by indi- 
viduals which (1) increases the “other income” limit from $100 
to $200; and (2) provides that no declaration need be filed 
where the estimated tax is less than $40. Also, the gross income 
test of $400 plus $600 times the number of exemptions is 
eliminated; 

(f£) requiring individuals living abroad and other taxpayers
